Stephen Crane went through a process quite like this burning hun­ 
dreds of copies of his paper bound '‘Maggie,’’ to keep warm, that have 
since sold at auction for as high as $3,700.00 for a single Inscribed copy! 
Both of these writers died iii early life. Crane's "Red Badge of Cour­ 
age ' Is an American classic and Mary Webb's 'Precious Bane” and "Gone 
to Earth" are among the finest things in English literature. George C iss­ 
ing u’rote his “Workers in the Dawn” in a cellar and borrowed the money 
to have 277 copies printed—and died poor, after having produced nearly 
twenty books and one, “Tile Private Papers of Henry Ryecroft," another 
classic. 
This is fame reluctant. The tragedy is that these gifted and striving 
waiters could not have been adequately appreciated during their lifetime. 
Early encouragement is the mast prized of all encouragement, I have 
never met anyone who did not appreciate just appreciation, whether writ­ 
er. artist, or worker. 
Praise is like food to the hungry man. 
It lifts the 
spirit and lights up everything about the one praised. 
Don’t be afraid to whisper now and then to this reluctant Fame and 
tell her to be a little more prompt about her offering!
